A FAITHFUL SOLDIER. 


The Remarkable Career of the Vot- 
eran Sergeant Lefiman.

A Warrior True and Tried—Leffman's 
Defense, Singlo-Handed, of Fort 
Niagara Against a Band of Confed- 
erate Raiders. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispaten. 

Lockport, N. V., May %.—Sergeant Lewis Leff 
man of Youngstown has had a remarkabie career, 
The death of this veteran soidier occurred at his 
bome on May 14 He was in the both year of his 
age. Leffinap was bora at Bremen, and, as asgidier 
in the Bremen Battalion, fought at Quatre Bras 
and Waterloo, receiving three wounds. He saw 
the body of the Duke of Brunswick just after his 
death, aud he frequently saw the Duke of Welling- 
ton ou that part of the allied line held by his 
battalion during the slaughter on the long after- 
noon of June 18. After the campaign Lefiman ro- 
ceived the Waterloo medal from the British Gov. 
ernment, which he displayed with pride up to the 
close of his life. He also received a purse of $12 in 
money. All the Hanoverian troops who had actu. 
ally been under fire at Waterloo were 


ven their option of being discharged or getting a 
uriough. Leffman took vis discharge and in a few 
hours enlisted in the British army. He weat to 
Canada in that service, remaining in it unti 1824. 
‘Lhe cause of his leaving the British army was an 
order requiring ali foreign-born soldiers to be dis- 
charged unless they would consent to serve in the 
West Indies or at some tropical post. 

LEVYMAN TOOK HIS DISCHARGE . 
and soon after assisted in the army of the United 
States at Sackett's Harbor. He was married dur- 
ing the same year and his widow survives him. For 
many years, therefore, Leffman was an eulisted 
man iv our army andit is believed tuat this was the 
ouly instance jn our army of an enlisted man having 
been retired. Speciaiorder No. 73 of tue War De- 
partment of 1879, dated March 7, in ls possession, 
recited that, ia pursuance of an act of Congress 
approved Marca 1 of the same year, “Lewis Last- 
man on tue retired lst, with 
pay of oorduance sergeant during his 
vatural life, he having served faithfully aud hon- 
orabiy in the army of he United States more than 
fifty-three years, and since Juiy 20, 1540, contina- 
ousiy therein as ordnance sergeaut. This sa 
record wuich cannot be cqualed in the service. 
Since 1842 he had been at Fort Niagara, much of 
the time in sole Cuarge of the post anu its valuable 
stores, He served prior to that time at Houton and 
at Sackett’s Harbor, Piatisburyg and Mackiuac.

School's Suffering. 

Serious compiaiuts have deen made by the par- 
ents of children attending te Ashland Scheodl, 
which is situated on Newstead avenue, near the 
Natural Bridge road, regarding the extraordinary 
method which the school janitor has introduced for 
he purpose of saving himself extra labor in 
cleaning the school floors.

In the eight weeks the new liquor laws have 
been in force in Topeka, the thirty-one licensed 
drug stores of that city have recorded 11,866 
sales of liquor, averaging a pint each. As each 
pint represents eight ordinary saloon drinks, 
the record shows that the drug stores have pro- 
vided the sick citizens of Topeka with 11,866 
drinks each week. From this it might be in- 
ferred that the capital of Kansas is a very 
sickly little city, and that whisky is a favorite 
prescription with her medical faculty. But 
probably the real import of the record is that 
the new law, in suppressing the saloons, has 
converted the drug stores into saloons, and, in 
suppressing the sale of beer, has doubled the 
consumption of whisky. The quantity of the 
latter reaching Topeka weekly in the family 
demijohn from Kansas City is hardly less than 
the quantity obtained at higher prices and 
under stringent restrictions from the drug 
stores. So it is estimated that either every 
drinking man there must average his quart a 
week, or Topeka must have a larger number of 
whisky drinkers than any ether city of the size 
in this country.

A QUARTER of a century ago the then young 
law firm of Lornrop & Durrix.D, for a fee of 
$1,000, undertook to collect a bank claim for 
money long before advanced to the fiscal agent 
of the State of Michigan. An award was ob- 
tained for the amount from the State Board of 
Auditors. But it afterwards appeared that the 
Phenix Bank’s claim had years before been 
paid in part by a settlement between Mr. C. 
H. Srxwanr, a former attorney for the bank, 
and the State Bank of Michigan, andin decid- 
ing that the State was entitled to recover 80 
much of the award as had been twice paid, the 
Court of Appeals censured severely the fraud 
and concealment” which had enabled the 
Pheonix Bank to obtain the award of $35,000 
Which the State Board of Auditors had made 
in favor of the® bapk, whenthe State 
was,in fact, entitled to a large credit 
on account of the overlooke? and 
forgotten settlement with Stewart. This 
old decision is now made the basis of a 
charge that Minister LornRor, a man against 
whom no other charge of dishonorable conduct 
has been made in the course of a long life, was 
guilty of the professional misconduct of aiding 
the bank to defraud the State. Mr. LoTHROP’s 
defense is that he knew nothing of that old 
settlement until the facts came out in the pro- 
ceedings for the recovery, after his connection 
with the matter had entirely ceased. Mr. Lorn- 
ROP also expresses his belief that Mr. TILES- 
TON, the Phoenix Bank President, who employed 
him, was equally ignorant of that old settle- 
ment, as he was not President of the bank at 
the time it was made. Not to accept Mr. 
LorgRor's explanation as completely exculpa- 
tory, isto setup a test of fitness for office 
which would bar out the entire legal profession. 
It is very hard to find a veteran lawyer Whose 
record does not include far more questionable 
transactions than this Phenix Bank case. 
Mme. Nilsson’s Curious Law Suit. 
Paris Cor. London Standard. 
Mme. Christine Nilsson js just now prosecuting a 
curious law suit. The defendants are the father, 
the sister and the brothers of her late husband, M. 
Rouzeaud, and the action is brought to recover 
from them the sum of 224,000 francs, alleged by the 
plaintiff to have beer advanced at different times 
by loan to M. Rouzeaud. It was in July, 1872, that 
the marriage took place in Westminster Abbey and 
by a settlement made under the provisions of the 
English law, the fortune of the lady, then amount- 
ing to 600,000 francs, and her future professional 
earnings were excluded from the use or control ef 
her husband, who, according to the plaintiff's coun- 
sel, was, although of a respectable family, pos- 
sessed of no property, and had previously held a 
situation in a bank. 8 
Mme. Christine Nilsson lived with her husband 
until shortly before his death, two years ago, and 
had out of her private fortune lent him at one time 
75,000 francs to buy an estate in which his family 
were interes ed. and at another time 100,000 francs 
to become a partner in a stock-broking business. 
The balance of the sum claimed was employed by 
M. Rouzeaud in the purchase of Russian stock and 
Panama bonds. M. Rouzeaud died intestate and in 
a lunatic asylum, and the defendants, as heirs at 
law, then took possession of the property. 
On their behalf it is contended that some of the 
sums claimed were really never received by M. 
Rouzeaud, and that what he did receive from his 
wife was given and not lent. Great stress was laid 
by the counsel for the defendants on the circum- 
stance that Mme. Nilason, though an excellent 
woman of ‘business, can produce no documentary 
evidence in support of her plea. Judgment was 
deferred for a fortnight.

This a club in tue American Association has 
failed to do, and will. itis promised, be made to 
suffer the penaity. The facts are briefly as follows: 
The Virginia club of the Eastern League had in 1884 
a pitcher named Meegan.

Litre Rock, Anxk., Mey 25.—An Indian Territory 
special says; “The Senate Committee on Indian 
affairs have arrived, and their visit is creating great 
interest. They began thar work at Muskoee, 
Creek Nation. The most important question other 
than the sale of Oklahoma ani the Cherokee strip 
will be that of citizenship. Tbe Indians claim their 
territory is being overrun by whites claiming Indian 
blood. Many hundreds have been declared “in- 
truders and ordered to leave, bu the Interior De- 
partinent has interfered and prevented their 
ejectment. The proposed sale wr lease of the 
western portion of their territory is being warmly 
discussed. An outright sale is gentrally opposed, 
but its advocates claim it is gaining ground. In 
the Cherokee Nation there is a wide diversity of 
opinion, and a communication signed by many lead - 
ing Cherokees has been sent to the Preyident, ask- 
that he defer sending the speciai committee 
who will negotiate for the purchase to thy Territory 
until after the election of the new Legidature in 
August, so that the measure can be brought before 
the people and deliberated upon during tke cam- 
paign. Althou hthere is no decided stand yet 
taken by the leaders of the five tribes he must 
unite on a decision, the opinion prevails that zushy- 
head, principal chief of the Cherokees, and (.

Thanatologioal Testimony in tho 
_.. Mary A. Mudd Oase. 


Experts Who Know All About the 
Dead—To-Day'’s Proceedings in the 
Suit of Mary E. Whitmore Against 
the Knights and Ladies of Honor— 
Dr. Nidelet and the Election. 


The sult of Mrs. Mary E. Whitmore and others 
against the Knights and Ladies of Honor was 
called in Judge Barclay's Court to-day. Of course, 
everybody knows that this suit is based upon the 
insurance policy of Mary A. Mudd, who died in 
Dr. Whitmore’s house sometime since, and who left 
the result of her policies to the Doctor's children. 
The Knights and Ladies of Honor resist the pay- 
ment of the policy on various grounds, claiming 
that the medical examination made by Dr. Wh® 
more was fraudulent, abd giving other reasons for 


iro-day's p Coeds ith the reading to 
o-day's pr. ngs w e reading 
the jury, by the attorneys for the defense, of the de- 
talls of the lé@xamination made upon Mary 
A. Mudd at the time of her admission into the order. 
The documents in the case go to show that tne de- 
ceased was in a most robust state of good health at 
the time that she was admitted, March 22. 1884. Mr. 
Woodward read the papers. 
MR. PATRICK OBRIEN, 

was cailed te the witness stand. He testified as fol- 
lows: I am a solicitor for a New York ay I 
know the plaintiffs, I saw Mary A. Mudd several 
t I saw her after she was dead. I was 
brought into the room. I saw _ her 
face only underneath the glass. I went to the fu- 
neral. I was a member of the same order she be- 
longed tothe American Legion vf Honor. I next 
saw the coffin and the body on the day it was ex- 
humed. I could not say nage wig cd that it was the 
body of Mary A. Mudd. Tothe best of my belief 
it was not her body. The body filled the coffin ful- 
ly; the legs were bent up. hen Isaw the body 
1 the house, it was only the face I saw, not the 


Mr. McDonald—“I had seen 
Mary Mudd four times. I cannot say that the 
corpse had the same kind ot hair. I couldn't recog- 
nige the hair. I noticed the color of the hair at the 
rave yard—it was a light brown. She was too 
fone for the coffin she was in—the corpse was, 
mean. I cannot state the color of the eyes. [At 
this point Mr. MacDonald tried to get the witness to 
compare the hair of the dead woman with the hair 
of the court stenographer, but the attempt was a 
failure.] The hair was not a black or a jet 
black. it was between brown and black. I noticed 
the teeth. In life, her teeth projected forward, 
two at least did. don't know whether she had 
good or bad teeth. I don't know whether they 
were white or yellow. I don’t know whether she 
Stags in her mouth or not. I was 
resent when the body was taken up. 
R — up to the corpse and was one of the closest 
to it. J didn't intimate to you Mr. McDonald, but 
did to Mr. McCabe at the grave, that that was not 
the body. He said to me that be couldn't identify 
it. Her head touched the top of the coffin, her feet 
were against the bottom, and her knees were 
crippled up. I don't believe that any undertaker 
would put a corpse into a coffin in that way. i do 
not think that it was the same body that I saw at 
the house. The face was so depomposed that 1 
could not identify it, but to the best of my knowl- 

e that was not the body of Mary A. Mudd. 

n the redirect examination by Mr. Woodward, 
Mr. O’Brien said: I do not claim to be an expert 
in identifying dead bodies” I have, however, iden- 
tified one person, James O'Neill, who 
had been drowned, and who 
was for some time in the water. The body had floated 
to Kimmswiek, and was buried for some time be- 
fore I sawit. I don't know whether Mary A. Mudd 
had black, blue or gray eyes. I don't believe that I 
notice eyes particularly.” 

MR. F. p. MONAHAN 

was called, Col. Torrey examined the witness, “I 
am an undertaker,” he said. I put the remains of 
Mary A. Mudd on ice, with my father, and took 
them out. used all the. embalming 
fluid on the face. The remains were 
dressed in a brown robe with lace 
on the bosom, sleeves and neck. The body was in 

preservation goinginto the coffin. My ex- 
perience is that the corps would remain frozen for 
a day or two and would keep its color six or seven 

ys." 

Cross-examined—“I was not at the funeral. A 
body will decay in some cases shortly after it is 
taken off the ice. If a body is well frozen, how- 
ever, it will last for six or seven days. A body 
simply exposed to the air in summer time 
will decompose so that it cannot be recognized 
in two weets. It would not do so in three or four 
days. The coffin in which Mary A. Mudd was 
buried would hold a a body six feet long. A corpse 
would have to be six feet two inches long, to be 
put in that coffin and have the knees stick up. The 

n was air tight.” 


MRS. RANDALL 

was called. She said: I live at 1825 Garrison ave- 
nue in this city. Isaw Mary A. Mudd once on the 
night she was initiated in the order of Chosen 
Friends. I next saw her when she was 
dead in the parlor of Dr. Whitmore's house. 
She had on a brown habit with white trimmings. 
I remained at the house till the funeral started. 
The body left the house about 1:30. Dr. Whitmore 
was there. Myself and friends remarked that the 
corpse was being taken out before the time set, 
which was 2 o'clock. The matter of the haste in 
taking the corps away was discussed by my friends 
and me. I was marshal when Mary A. Mudd was 
initiated. I noticed her teeth; they were very good 
sound teeth. I noticed no snags, and I had a good 
chance to see them.“ 

Cross examined: ‘Mrs, Wilcox called my atten- 
to the fact that the corpse was being removed be- 
fore the tims set. 

CORONER NIDELET ; 

was at this st of tho proceedings put upon the 
stand by the plaintiff, by permission of the defense 
as the Coroner had business elsewhere. I remem- 
ber an application to me to hold an inquest on the 
remains of Mary A. Mudd. Iwas asked by Mr. 
Wright and afterwards by Dr. Whitmore and Mr. 
Hogan. Irefused to hold an inquest because the 
cause of the death was certified to by a physician 
in good standing. I also refused because ho one 
would make a specific charge. I acted under City 
Counselor Bell's advice in the matter. 
My experience is that in the summer season when 
a body has been put upon ice and afterwards taken 
off discoloration is very rapid, Decomposition sets 
in within a few hours. Dr. Whitmore and Mr. Ho- 
gan wanted @ post-mortem examination made. I 
told them 1 had no jurisdiction,” 

On cross-examination, Mr. Woodward put a hy- 
pothetical case based on Mr. Monahan's testimony, 
in whith he wanted to be told the condition of a 
body alleged to have died of cholera morbus, frozen 
and pot into an - airticht coffin after 
eight days’ interment.

A Lively Display of Aerial Power 
Last Evening.

A Steamer'’s Narrow Escape—A Bal-

From Lightning — Miscellaneous 
Mishaps. 


Y esterday dawned so hot and sultry that the few 
drops of rain that fell about 9:30 seemed to be but 
the prelude to a storm that could not be more than 
two hours off. But as the noon hour drew near the 
clouds ceased to mass themgelves in ominous banks 
along the horizon's western rim and for five hours 
inthe afternoon the sun bad an almost un inter- 
rupted avenue of clear sky, down which 


to shoot his scorching arrows. On ah ordinary May 
day the heat would have been painful, but when. 
as was the case yesterday, spring jum without 
warning full intothe arms of midsummer, the 
average member of the human race who had hardly 
given over shivering, found difficulty in Bearing up 
under the stifling waves of warmth that beat upon 
his head with downward ure, or rose 
from the hard-dried soil to tinge the 
soles of his boots. The authoritative readings of 
the Signal Service as taken at the heignt of the 
Custom House dome, do not give the temperature 
as it was endured on the streets below, but must be 
taken where any comparison is to be made with 
other years. Tosecure an idea of what the heat 
was on the street level a near enough estimate can 
be obtained by adding half a dozen to the 
official readings which for several hours of the day 
were as follows: 2 a. m., 71*.80; 6 a m. 

78°.04; 10 a. m., 8&4"; 2 p. m., 80% 6 
3 reached a the day was between 
2and3p.m.,when the mercufy reached 91. The 
lowest was 67.2, a figure that was reached between 
6 and 7 p. m., and showed what a great cooling was 
produced by the sudden storm. It is not often that 
any day in May shows such mercurial elevation. 
and the Sig Service records reveal 

but two other instances in the past ten years, in 
1874, when it was 98°, and in 1879, when 91° was 
recorded. The normal forthe month, as defined

The compactness of the 
gloomy bastions along which played lines 
of lightning was soon lost. aud across 
the face of. the sky great furrows of angry gray 
matter rolled like angry waves, while from the rear 
the ri character of the cloud was bein 
whirled away under the pressure of the suspende 
rain which soon had veiled the entire western sk 
in an Ominous gray wall that seemed ready to del- 
the earth. This again yielded to the

rain from this cause being considerably lessened. 
There was no general storm to the West, and the 
Signal Service this morning says the disturbance 
was y — local uences, and spent 
nearly ail of its foros in this vicinity.

IN THE SUBURBS. 

The scene in the suburbs will be long remem- 
bered by the large number of people who were out 
enjoying a Sunday afternoon drive, and who were 
overtaken by the suddenness wit which the storm 
came up. ‘There had been - — — 
that a weather change might be e — ut rain 
had been threate for n days, and the 
signs, therefore, littie terror for the 
crowds of peo who, in

The gale came on without a warning, and when it 
did, it caught nearly everybody: unprepared. 
haps the most exciting scene could be withessed 
along Lindell avenue, iu the neighborhood of Forest 
Park. At the timethe wind first began to biéw, 
there were probably 100 buggies, carriages, etc., th 
occupants of all of them making their way Rast- 
ward on the avenue as quickly as possible to seek 
the shelter which some of the road-houses afforded. 
The road is a yeliow dirt one, and the dry weather 
had left a very heavy allowance of dust on top ot 
it. As a consequence the wind had pienty of ma- 
terial to play with. A cloud of dark yellow dus 
so thiek as to entirely obscure all vision, waa lift 
to the height of about twenty-five feet all along the 
road, aad whirled along at a ney ae which 
it was impossible to drive. locomotion 
became impossible, Oovers of buggies and ail 


other wind-catchers were immediately let down. 


The main road was deserted by ali careful drivers, 
who feared a runaway, which was likely to occur at 
any moment. For fully ten minutes the dust was 
whirled along in such dense masses a, driver 
seated in a buggy could not see his own horse's 
head. Fully 20 vehicles were halted 
along the fence between Taylor avenue and Del- 
monico’s, the occupants not Knowing whica way to 
move. Fingily, when the blow abated somewhat, 
the occupants looked like men who had been 
rolled down a wet hill, and shovels were required to 
remove the deposit of yellow dust and mud 
from the buggies, wagons, etc. In Forest Park 
and at the various cemeteries numbers of people 
were caught in the same way, but no spot furnished 
dust in such quantities as Lindell avende, and as a 
consequence, nubody suffered so severely as the 
unfortunates who happened to be using tuat thor- 
oughfare.

‘A SUBJECT OF SCANDAL 


The Mismanagement of the Columbia 


Lying-In Asylum. 


Congressional Appropriations Secured 


by Means of Champagne Suppers— 


the Institution—An Investigation 
Probable. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WasHineron, May 22.—The Columbia Lying-in 
Asylum is a hospital which has an annual subsidy 
from Congress of $15,000, The surgeon in charge is 
Dr. P. J. Murphy. The matron is Mrs. Thoms. 
This hospital has been established for a number of 
years. It has always deen the subject of more or 
less scandal. The first surgeon who had charge of 
it was a charlatan who mismanaged the funds to 
such an extent that he was compelled to leave the 
country. The stories of the entertainments which 
he used to give to Senators and members of the 
hospital are many. Underthe stimulus of these 
irregular entertainments, where the punch bowl 
was large and capacious, a liberal appropriation 
was without trouble secured. The present hospital 
building is an enlargement of a queer old house on 
Pennsylvania avenue, near Georgetown. The house 
was called Maynard's Folly. The original owner 
constructed it upona very ambitious scale. He 
left niches all around its outer walls in which he in- 
tended to place the best copies that he could find of 
the most celebrated works of art. His money 
failed, and the house, after passing through differ- 
ent hands, became the Columbia Hospital for 
Women, |

The original object of the hospital was purely a 
charitable one. It was founded forthe care and 
treatment of women too poor to em ploy medical at- 
tendance. The original surgeon in charge of it wasa 
former barber in New York City. He came here soon 
after the war, claiming tobe a uate of the 
Royal College of ns in Eng This in- 
stitution afterwards discla imed any knowledge of 
him. He succeeded, howe ver, in getting large a 
propriations for the hospital, A number of 
patients in whom various officials were in 
were favorite patients at the hospital under bis rule.

The strongest supporters of 
the surgeon in charge — members of the 
board are in the habit of wing m es for 
themselves and families from the hospital supplies, 
and are attended medically by Dr. Murphy with-
